The real compiaint of the tenant in this case was 
that. he wes. sot-allomed by. the landlerd..te t 
advaniage of the land hunger. The tenant wanted 
an undertaking by the landia rd tha’ he would not 
exercise his right of pre-emption, and the tenant's 
solicitor knew that. And it was idle to believe that 
either the tenant or his solicit or believed he had 
got that undertaking from ,the landlord or his 
agent. He was of opinion that the notice of the 
tenant was a valid icgal notice, that there was no 
ground shown which would justify the Court in 
interfering with the legal rizht vested in the land. 
lord; that contract considepations do not arise at all 
until the price is fixed; and. lastly. that the land- 
lord and his agent were absolutely irresponsible for 
any misteke caused by the tenant. and that the 
tenant had no right whatever to seek te bind them 
by an inaccurate repetition of a letter te a third 
party by the third party to a solicitor. He agreed 
with the Lerd Chancellor that those who were 
risking their lives to keep those at home in safety 
were entitled to their sympathy, bat he thonaht the 
Lerd Chancellor would agree with him that no 
sympathy of that sort could possibly affect the deci- 
sion in that case. 

Lord Justice Melony concurred in the decision 
of the Jord Chancellor. He did not agree with 
Lord Justice Ronan’s view that there was no co?- 
tract until the price was fixed by the Court. He 

was satisfied that Mr. Wallis would never have 
served the notice unless he was satisfied that the 
landiord wonld not pre-empt. In his opinion there 
was a conditional offer only. it was not accepted, 
and. in consequence there was no contract at all.

RIGHT TO A WELL AT FERMOY.
